'It Is difficult to determine 
the progress of education since 
one generation has much diffi­ 
culty undoing what the preceding 
generation did.’ While this state­ 
ment is true to some extent, we 
•overlook the other side of the 
' work of those who have labored 
in the field of education and have) 
given the best of their talent and . 
their time for the people of this I 
State. The late Dr. Robert B 
Cousins once said in a meeting' 
of educators like this. 'That much 
progress had been made during j 
his more than 40 years of ser­ 
vice in the cause of education in 
Texas that he had given.’ He had 
listened for some time to a dis­ 
cussion of "What is the Matter 
with Our Schools Today?" Hi> 
reply was characteristic of that I 
great Texas educator to see the | 
good and give credit to others. 
! 
"Surely, a full report of this 
great subject could not be given 
I In a brief report like this of nec­ 
essity must: and I am sure it is 
not expected. However, our atten­ 
tion may well be called to a few of 
the matters of interest to us all In 
our educational field: what we 
I have done and « 2 > what we hope 
ito do. It is true that we have a 
: long way up the ladder of progress 
with our schools in Texas, speak- 
| ing of the school program as a 
whole. And it is also true that we 
• do change and undo much that 
was considered good by those who 
'did the work before us. That is 
¡quite natural, in view of our ever 
changing ideals, standards and 
, life conditions as a whole. We are 
¡adjusting the old to the new and 
we are remaking and reshaping 
the old. Then, we are carving out 
new things entirely: but we have 
a new age and a new world in so 
many ways. Briefly, I shall discuss 
phases of our problem. 
"From the time of the writing 
of our present State Constitution 
to the present, we have made con­ 
siderable progress With the ideal
